Plea agreement likely in Twin Falls shooting

TWnr FALLS - The IS-year-oId sus- 
pect in a Twin Fails shoodhs death will 
plead guilty to lesser charges' in' 
exchange for sentencing os a juVerulc. 

Jay Marvin Velasco of Twin Falls 
waived liis preliminary hearing Tuesday 
morning on charges of second-degree 
murder. Velasco is charged In the. death, 
of Yamin Shalizi, 19, ofTalm' Springs, 

Under the plea agreemcat, T>vln Falls 
County Prosecutor Richard Sevan will 
lower the charge against Velasco to 


' involuntary manslaughter. If a district 

- -Judge approves the deal, Velasco. would 

ovoid a trial, and could be sentenced 
under juvenile law. * 

If the Judge rejects the deal, Velasco 
-can withdraw his-plee and go to trial on 
the second-degree murder uor^e, coun- 
ty public defender John Olson said. 

“Wc felt this was the closest we could 
get to the facts M what happened oh a 

- very-unfortunate, night,” Sevan said. 
“Based on the facts, the case supports 

-charges o^involumarymanslaughte^■We' 
can't see ourselves doing much better in ’ 
. a trial, and it saves the taxpayers of the 
county the expense of a trial.”

TWIN FALLS - Yamin Shalizi was the

TWIN FALLS - The message packs o 
wallop: 

President Clinton vetoes funding for 
the Violence Against Women Act - twice. 

Republican women arc drculadng that 
message throughout the country as part 
of a plan to lure women into the GOP. 
This week, it floated around the Twin 


Falls Republican women’s meeting. U.S. 
Mike Cropo signed onto the message 
Monday by criticizing Clinton for those 
vetoes. 

Advocates against domestic violence, 
however, say the message is unfair. 

“They’re twisting the truth," said 
^VttshIngto^, D,C.-bascd advocate Sherri 


Ettleson, who for four years worked on 
public policy issues associated with the 
Violence Against Women Act. "Thot’s 
not the whole story." 

Republican women fail to mention that 
Clinton requested full funding for the 
act, she said, that funding for it was tied 
up in enormous appropriations bills and 


that Clinton’s vetoes come during the 
budget debates of late 1995 and early 
1996. 

Funding pays for buttered women’s 
shelters, prosecution of crimes against 
women, law enforcement expansion and 
onti-stalking programs, said Crapu press 
secretary Susan Wheeler.

UNITED NATIONS - The United 
States and the world’s major nuclear 
powers overrode tho objections of India 
Tuesday and signed a treaty to end all 
testing and development of nuclear 
weapons. 

. President Clinton signed tho treaty 
with the same pen President John-F. 
Kennedy used to sign the 1963 Limited 
Test Ban Treaty. 

India, one of tho countries that must 
sign the treaty for it to become law, 
refused to endorse the pact because it 
docs not require nuclear powers to scrap 
tveapons. India borders China, which has 
nudeor weapons, and Pakistan, which is 
believed to be capable- of making 
nudeor arms. 

I Nevertheless, supporters believe the 
treaty as signed will moke it difficult for 
any country to conduct nuclear test 
explosions in defiance of international 
opinion. 

The 1963 treaty prohibited nuclear 
test explosions in the atmosphere, in 
s pncff nnd iinderwntor but permitted 
them underground. The 1974 Threshold 
__TestBan Trcaty-Sct ftsizc.limit.on undet_ 
ground test explosions but the new 
treaty bans oil test explosions, induding 
underground blasts.

GLEN COVE, N.Y. - When Jane 
Karuschkot was recuperating from can- 
cer, she longed for the routine and moti- 
vation her job provided. 

But one week after - her first 
chemotherapy treatment, she was laid 
off. 

“I thought I was being called to take 
dictation," the former legal secretory 
recalled. Instead, Karuschkot — who 
missed five days of work often a mastec- 
tomy — said she was told: 'T can’t afford 
to keep you anymore." 

“I couldn’t believe what I was hear- 
ing," said Karuschkot, 45. “The voice 
inside my head was screaming, 'You 
can’t do that! You can’t do thatl”' 

But they-do. Employees with cancer 
arc fired or laid off fivo times as often as 
others, according to a survey issued 
Tuesday by Working Woman magazine 
and Amgen, a Thousand .Oaks, Calif., 
company that makes drugs to lessen 
chemotherapy side effects. 

And when cancer patients do keep 
their jobs, they arc often stripped of 
important duties by supervisors who 
believe the treotment will slow the work- 

One in 14 cancer survivors (7 percent) .

percent of the cancer patients 
actually did. Seventy-four per- 
cent of the supervisors also dted 
nausea, yet only 33 percent of the 
cancer patients had that side 
effect. 

“Today a majority of patients 
are treated as outpatients and 
there are new medidnes that dra- 
matically reduce and often elixtii- 
nate chemotherapy side effects 
like low blood counts, nausea,” . 
said Dr. Ellen Gold, a hematolo- 
gist-oncologist at Beth Israel 
Medical Center. “It seems 
(employers) just aren’t aware of 
that ycL" 


"Most treatments also can be 
scheduled for Friday after work, 
giving patients the weekend to 
recover, she said. 

Lani Stewart of Westminster, 
Colo., was laid off from her pur- 
chasing job three years aher 
being diognosed with breast can- 
cer. 

Though the company told her 
she was being let go because of 
“necessary reductions in the 
work force,” Stewart, 42, is con- 
vinced the self-insured company 
simply didn’t tvant to risk future 
medical bills. Others laid off 


included a woman whose hus- 
band had a brain tumor, a man 
with diabetes and two other 
breast cancer survivors.

The United States will do its 
part, Clinton promised in an 
address to the G^eral Assembly. 
He said his administration will

Clinton said the message to^ 
drug troffickers and terrorists 
should be: “You have no place to 
run, you have no place to hide.”

Polls shortiy before the vote showed 
Jenkins a poor fourth in a large field, 
with Mary Landricu, the Democratic 
state treasurer, for ahead and another 
Democrat second.

attractive candidate, with 33 percent of 
the vote. Jenkins, an in-your-face conser- 
vative whose platform includes abolish- 
ing Uic IRS, had just 10 percent. But on 
Saturday, when the actual dcction oc- 
curred, Jenkins received 26 percent of 
the vote, Landricu 21 percent.

_ these people won’t even vote, and some, 
of those who do change their minds. 

The power of polls comes from the 
feedback loops they produce. Pundits 
take their cues from surveys, so, when 
they see Dole trailing by 18 points, they 
believe it’s their duty to work backward 
from this “fact” and give us the reasons - . 
for example, that D61c’s economic plan 
isn’t playing well with soccer moms. 

Politicians often heed the views of 
these experts and change their strate- 
gics. Ihus, polls, so inaccurate to bc^ 
with, become self-fulfilling propbedcs. 

Successful candidates, ^ contrast, 
steer a coui^'ahd stick to it-'d^ite 
storms, despite the advice of kibitzers to 
tack left or right. 

Consistency is essential when a candi- 
date is pushing a tax cut. That stands to 
reason because, while voters want tax 
cuts, they don’t believe that politicians 
will really deliver. Lately, they’ve seen

In order to convince voters, candidates 
have to repeat tlieir tax promises over 

-.and over -and sound like they mean it 

Dole faces certain defeat if he aban- 


dons the central message of his campaign 
- cutting taxes and reducing the size and 
inmisiveness of government. For many 
of us, the past few weeks, when Dole has 
gotten on a “cultural” kick, have been 
agonizing. ' 

There are hopeful signs, however, that 
Dole wUl get back to the economy and 
stay there. He and Jack Kemp (who per- 
sonifies tax-cutting) have just published 
their campaign book, “IVusting the Peo- 
ple,” whidi concentrates almost entirely 
on economic issues. 

The appeal of the book - and of Dole’s 
acceptance speech last month in San 
Diego - is that it links a i»licy of tax cuts 

' and ^^dihg restraint to broader 

themes like freedom and rcsjxmsibility. 
Dole is saying that he has faith in the 
ability of individuals and businesses to 
make their own good choices, rather tlian 
having them imposed by Washington - 
and that those choices will boost the j ..

This is a powerful message. Set against 
it, Clinton has mincing status-quo poll- 
dcs that have produced the most ancmib .

When I aticed School Board 
Member Dave Sass why this loop- 
hole was oveiiookcd, I was 
informed that the cost of sudi 
enforcement was prohibitive. Is the 
disn^ard for the law so pervasive 
in the district that it is no longer 
economical to enforce the rules? 

It was even suggested, by 
more than one administrator, 
that my husband and I use the 
same loophole. 

However, we choose to 
remain our children’s parents, 

- both in factond on paper. Laws 
and rules are created to protect 
and establish an ambience of 
fairness and equality. 

The Twin Falls School 
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District has decided to ignore 
these rules and allow a few par- 
ents to show their children that 
some of us ore “a little more 
equal” than others

It just 
leaves us more autonomy and 
less obligation to anybody.”

BUHL - A state proposal to loosen 
high school graduation requirements

Tte State Board of Education’s draft- 
ed ruIcB would no longer require stu- 
dents to achieve a C average - or else 
meet equivalent standards - in certain 
“core” classes. 

“It’s as if the state was sending a mes- 
sage to the students that it is OK to just 
get by,” Superinumdent Rick Hill said. 

Currently, students must com a pass- 
ing grade in cmch core class as well os 
meet cmc of three standards for satisfac- 
tory achievemenc 

• A composite grade-point average of 
C ia the 14<redit core. 

• A basic composite score that is 
within one standard deviation of the 
mean for all Idaho students caking the 
Scacewidc Achievement Test at the' 

- llihgntde level and at least a score of. 
3 - on a S-poinc scale - on the Direct 
Wriring Assessment. 

• Compliance with a locally-devel- 

oped Core Campctcncy Plan which fol- 
lows established by the State 

Department of Education and is 
approved by the State Board of 
Educirion. 

Idaho's new propcsed standards, how- 
ever, simply require high school gradu- 
ates to “demonstrate achievement in 
tbe core and other required subjects to 
42 semester cmlits, one semes- 
ter equaling onc-half year." 

AD students also would have to meet 


locally established subject-area exit 
standards- with state standards as min- 
imum requirements - demonstrated 
through examinations or other mea- 
sures. 

That Lsn’t stria enough for Hill. 

“This is a watered-down version of 
requirements, and the students would 
only have to do minimal work in class- 
es,” he said. 

Buhl students are required to have -16 
credits to graduate, as set by the Scliool 
Board. 

“Buhl School District wants its gradu- 
ates to demonstrate tlieir learned skills 
and to be accountable for tliemselvcs by- 
taking more, than the minimal classes.,. 
The tOploma should be earned througlt 
performance and, therefore, would 
mean something to the siu(lcm.s," Hill 
said. 

Another section of the pro|)a.saI that 
drew fire in Buhl is the “Parent 
Approved Learning Plan” for st-tdent.s’ 

.. high, school, and postrhigh school 
options. 

The four-year plan would he devel- 
oped by students and parents or 
- guardians with advice from teachers 
and other school representatives. It 
would be reviewed annually and could 
be revised at any time. 

Hill said the learning-plan proposal - 
shows good intentions but isn't feasible 
because of the uncenainty of the num- 
ber of parents and students clioosing to 
cooperate with the plan.

Valley Rc^onal laboracoty by its 
fifth year of operation. 

Ar^tccnual plans for the labo- 
ratory are finished, and the hospi- 
tal should seek construction bids 
in the next few weeks, Bingham 
said. Remodeling should begin in 
mid-March. Bids arc out for equip- 
ment purchases, whidi makes up 
the majority of spending. 

In the cardiac-cath procedure, 
developed 20 years ago, a two-mil- 
limeter plastic tube is inserted 
through a small nick in the groin 
area and guided into the heart 
through a blood vessel. 

A dye is introduced and through 
a monitor, doctors watch for 
blocked arteries to determine if 
surgery or other treatment is 
needed, said Harris, who will per- 
form -the procedure at the new 
laboratory. 


The information captured on a 
compact disc can be delivered to 
the patient’s doctor or sent with 
the patient if he or she requires 
heart surgery. 

“It's really very safe,” Harris 
said. “The risk of very significant 
problems, like risk of death, is one 
in 2.000." 

For some patients, it's impor- 
tant to test immediately “to sec 
what’s going on,” Harris said. 
Otitcr patients can wait a few days 
or weeks. 

For Twin Falls patients and 
ihcir families, however, a local lab 
will save travel and ambulance . 
costs and hotel bills, as tests arc 
done on an outpatient basis.

Police officer accused of using 
invalid warrant in home search 


LEWISTON (AP) — A police 
officer has admitted intentionally 
misleading a Lapwai resident 
about having a signed warrant 
with him when her home was 
searched to gather evidence in the 
Marcus \V. Mathews murder case. 

But Lewiston Police CpI. 
Thomas H. Greene Jr. said on • 
Monday that he believed the 
search warrant was signed and 
simply misplaced. 

The Idaho Supreme Court two 
years ago allowed Mathews to take 
back his guilty plea because it con* 
eluded ^lice officers violated Nez,. 
’ Perec Indian tribal sovereignty in 
failing to get a tribal judge’s per* 
mission for the search warrants 
used to scire midol ovidcncc. 

Lapwai is on thu /escrvaiion 
and Iwth Matlictvs and his sister, 
Donna Henry, arc tribal members. 

The January 1992 murder of 
Maihetvs' estranged common-law 
wife, Holly A. Morri.s, occurred in 
Lewiston. Mathews has remained 
in prison in Boise while the stare 
appeals the ruling. 

Hu was sentenced to 30 years 


to life after pleading guilty to ' 
first-degree murder. 

Mcanwiiilc, the higli court sent 
the case back to 2nd District 
Judge Ronald Scldlling to answer 
questions it has about another 
issue on appeal. The justices 
want to know when the discovery 
was made that one of the war- 
rants in question was not signed 
by a state judge until the day 
after the search. 

Mathews was brought to 
Lcviiston for Monday’s hearing. 

His attorneys contend the war- 
rant for. Hen,ry's h_ome_was 
invalid arid the evidence taken — 
the gun experts say was used to 
kill Morris — cannot be used 
against him. Prosecutors have 
vuid it would be difficult to get a 
conviction without the gun. 

Henry testified she noticed die . 
warrant. was not signed before 
officers began their search and 
she mentioned die fact to Greene. 

She said Greene pointed to his 
pocket and indicated he had a 
signed copy. Greene said Homy did 
not point out the lack of signaiure 


until the search was completed. 

At what point Kcmy raised her 
objection could prove to be criti- 
cal. In answer to a question from 
Schilling, Greene acknowledged 
he dclilreratcly misled Henry by 
showing her a signed affidavit 
instead. 

“I thought 1 had misplaced it 
somewhere,” he said. “It was my 
belief I had a valid warrant.” 

He said he checked in his car 
and at his desk before realizing 
the original was not signed. 

The next day, Jan. 14, Greene 
said he. returned _io the court-, 
house and told'Magistratc Gary 
Elliott he had forgotten to sign 
the warrant. Elliott signed and 
dated it Jon. 14. 

Under grilling from Maureen 
Laflin of die University of Idaho 
Legal Aid Clinic, Greene 
acknowledged he did not men- 
tion in his report the warrant had 
not been signed on Jan. 13. He 
also said he did not remember 
mentioning it to anyone except 
Elliott untU the issue surfaced a 
year later.

U.S. may end 
partial tuna ban

SAN DIEGO (AP) — As 
Congress drifts toward ending 
the American embargo on east* 
cm Pacific tuna, San Diego and 
Ensenada, Mexico, can almost 
see the fleets returning. 

The two Pacific port dries once 
served as ]iomc base for the tuna 
industry San Diego for the 
U.S. fleet, Ensenada for the 
Mexican fleet. In 1990, the 
United States banned fishing for 
tuna using methods that encircle 
dolphin. 

I^e embargo transformed the 
worldwide tuna industry. U.S. 
boats that had dominated fishing 
from San Diego south to Chile 
and west to Hawaii cither 
reflagged thcir'vcsscis to Central 
Amcrican'or South American 
countries or abandoned the area. 

Now, with safer fishing meth* 
ods in use. Congress is consider* 
ing lifting the ban. Members of 
the local tuna industry predict 
that as many as 10,000 jobs 
would be created if nuia*rclatcd 
activities are resumed in 


Ensenada and San Diego. ■ 

Ending the ban and “dolphin* 
safe" labeling would allow U.S. 
boats to return to a fishing area 
prized for its large, tasty ycl* 
lowfin tuna. U.S. and other 
nations’ fleets could sell again to 
the United States and other cur* 
rcntly embargoed markets. 

San Diego boat owner Julius 
Zolczzi moved his vessels to the 
WQStem Pacific after the ban, but 
he is considering shifting at least 
one of the three boats back to 
San Diego. Zolezzi, president of 
the American Tunaboat 
Association, said other local boat 
owners arc likely to come back, 
too. 

“If the bill passes, the future 
looks bright,” he said. 

Hopes ore high in Ensenada, as 
well. Alfonso Rosinol, an 
Ensenada businessman who rep* 
resents a Latin American tuna 
mduscry group, said os many as a 
dozen Mexican boats could 
return to the Baja California port 
6S miles south of San Diego.

OGDEN, Utah (AP^ — City 
inspeaors believe tenants of the 
Clay Apartments may have 
propped open fire safety doors, 
allowing a blaze to engulf both 
sides of the four-stoiy biding on 
^turday. 

“If that door had been main- 
tained like it should have been, 

I then It probably would have 
saved at least half of the build- 
ing,” said inspector Brad 
Chadwick. 

“The problem is, although we 
require them dosed, the tenants

A family of fourdied as-fire- 
) consumed the 67-year-old struc- 
I ture in downtown Ogden. Fire 
offidals believe a discarded ciga- 
rette may have started the fire,- 
but the investigation is continu- 
ing. 

The victims were Jesus Cruz 
Rivera, 31, Rosenda Cruz. 
Machado, 27, and their 3-year-old 
daughter Ana Gabriela Cruz and 
6-year-old son Carlos Alfonzo 
Cruz. Offidals said Rosenda Cruz 
was six months pregnant 
Self-closing doors at all exits 
are safety features required since 


1979, when the state’s building 
code was upgraded. It also 
required at least two emergency 
exits and walls in stairways built 
with materials able to withstand 
intense heat for about on hour. 

Chadtvick said such doors keep 
the fire contained in one part of 
the building when shut 

'There was no fire escape, he 
said, but one wasn’t required by 
law because there were exits on 
both sides of the building. 

Wayne Glover, the dry’s build- 
ing license and permit supervi- 
sor, said the apartments had been 
— in compliance forabourlS-ycars. — 
. Owner Herbert C. Dahlquist, 
from Provo, renovated the build- 
ing in 1981 to meet the changes

ly 

It was built in 1929 and then 
was - .called the Ogden 
Apartments. 

Glover said dty officials have 
not fielded any formal complaints 
about safety issues at Clay 
Apartments since it was last 
inspected in August 1995, when 
Dahlquist purchased a rental 
license.

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Africanized ‘killer bees’ spreading slowly, in United States 


PHOENIX — AfricanBed bees, 
those so-called “killer bees" 
which first entered the United 
States in 1990, seem to be creat- 
ing less .problems than first 
believed, according to experts at 
the University of C^ifomia. 

“After Africanized bees 
reached western Arizona in 1993, 
public agencies braced for rapid 
expansion,” says tlie July-August 
issue of the university’s publica- 
tion, California Agriculture. 

“But the slow spread we have 
seen recently is a good sign," 
rcpnrt.s expert P- Kirk Visscher. 
“It may mean the bees will not 
spread too much farther north- 
ward and it also probably means 
tliat we have a better chance of 


modifying undesirable behavior 
of these new arrivals, thanks to 
Uic presence of established hon- ' 
cybec colonies tended by bee- 
keepers. Beekeepers’ colonics 
compete with the Africanized 
bees for food, and European 
drones will mate with Africanized 
queens and dilute the undesir- 
able characteristics of the 
Africanized bee population." 

• In 1956, some African queen bees 
. under study in Brazil uerc aedden- 
tally freed and crossed with local 
bees. ‘These bees, tvhich came to be 
known as Africanized to distinguish 
them from those of European ori- 
gin, liavc killed at least four people 
in the United States since their 
entry into Texas in 1990. In addi- 
tion, they have claimed at least 18 
victims in Mexico. 


These bees arc most likely to 
attack humans when their nests 
arc disturbed. Ihcy establish nests 
or -colonics in virtually arty caviQr, 

' induding water meter boxes, w:^ ‘ 
voi^ tree cavities, empty Qower 
pots and sometimes in the open. 
Bees swarm when a portion of the 
nest sets out to establish a new 
colony. The swarm normally is a 
duster of about 20,000 bees. 

In a companion story by 
Visscher and Francis Ratnicks, 
the university reports that 
Africanized honeybees have 
become well established in 
Sinaloa, Mexico, which has a simi- 
lar climate to the American 
SouUiwcst and provides many of 
the fresh vegetables Americans 
cat during the winter months.

Take special care during your 
pet’s period of convalescence

Your pet has had a serious ill- 
'ness or injury and is now in a 
period of convalescence. Your 
help and cooperation during this 
time are vital for your dog or cat 
to reach a full recovery. 

The cause of your pel’s weak- 
ened condition might have been 
an injury from another animal or 
motor vehicle, the stress of 
surgery, disease or some other 
illnc.ss or injury. Whatever the 
cause, your veterinarian has 
determined that the healing 
process tvill notv progress better 
in your home than in the hospi- 
tal. 

When an animal is seriously 
ill or injured, the body under- 
. goes changes that affect its abil- 
ity to recover. These changes 
may be especially pronounced 
if your pet was aqOrexic 
(wouldn’t eat) during the crisis. 
Muscle tissue might have been 
lost and other vital tissue from 
organs may be diminished. In 
addition, the immune system 
may not be working as well as it 
should to protect against infec- 
tion. 

If your pet was hospitalized for 
ah injury or for surgery, these 
arca.s need special attention to 
heal. TTiis may involve changing 
bandages; keeping the wound 
clean and dry, and confining the 
patient to an area where you can 
watch it closely. You must not 
allow your pet to lick or scratch 
at the sutures or let any swelling, 
redness or discharge from the 
wound go unnoticed. Your vet- 
erinarian will give you specific 
instructions for proper care. If 
you have any questions or prob- 
lems with incisions, bandages, 
casts, splints or braces, contact 
die veterinary hospital at once. 

During the patient’s convales- 
cence, your veterinarian will 
need your help to accomplish 
some major.objecdves: 1. elimi- 
nate or reverse the original 
cause of illness; 2. provide every- 
. thing the body needs to repair 
damaged tissue; 3. help the body 
to replenish nutrients depleted 
during the illness; 4. prevent fur- 
ther problems such as infection 
that may impair healing. 

The medications that your vet- 
erinarian prescribes will help 


your pet recover, but you must 
sec that tiicy arc u.scd correctly. 
They must be given at the proper 
time and in the correct amount 
for as long as your veterinarian 
specifics. 

Otherwise, they may not 


accomplish their intended pur- 
pose. Proper follow-up care is 
essential for a full recovery.

The researdiers suggest that, 
with overdue credit card debts 
and personal bankruptcies reach- 
ing record levels in past year, 
the finfting that oedit logos alone 
have the potential to increase 
^personal spending raises ethical 
coaceras. 

“Sodety inundates us with these 
lands of symbols,” said Michael 
&IcCaIL a sodal psychologist at 
Itham f!nll<»gp who conduct^ the 
latest research with colleague 
Heather J.BdmonL . 

The new finding add to a little- 
known literature .on tipping 
behavior. Previous work had 
shown that men tip more than 
women and individuals tip better 
than groups. In one landmark 
study, w ai tresses vtho drew a smO- 
ingfi^on the back of the check 
coDsisicotly garnered higher tips 
than those who did not - but- 
waiters who drew the face 


got smallcr-than-avcrage dps. 

Researchers have also found 
that although quality of service is 
only weakly associated with the 
amount of the tip, specific server 
behaviors influence a patron’s 
generosity. A waiter or waitress 
who squats while taking an order, 
making level eye contact instead 
of looming from above, can gener- 
ally count on bigger dps. Lightly 
touching the customer’s shoulder 
also tends to boost the gratuity, as 
docs introducing oneself. 

McCall and B^om also knew 
that people tend to spend more — 
and tip more — when they use 
audit cards. But the rescarchere’ 
new work, published in the 
September issue of the Journal of 
Applied Psychology, shows that 
even a vague reminder of the possi- 
bility of credit can increase people's 
willingness to part with their ca^ 

McCall and Belmont come up 
with the idea for the two studies 
three years ago, when she was an 
undergraduate in his applied psy- 
chology course and a part-time 
waitress.

program. 

“Pay-to-play hasn’t been con- 
sidered strongly at this point 
but it’s been a topic that’s come 
up," ' said' Post Faljs 
Superintendent Dick Harris.

Instead of ©ving cash handouts 
to students. Hall required them to 
work off the fee >vith at least 10 
hours of bbor. So far, she has 35 
students working off donations. 


“The ones who need it the 
most are the ones roost willing 
to work for it," she said. “You 
find out who the dedicated 
ones arc." 

Students weren’t thrilled 
with the idea. Someone 
scrawled profane graffiti aimed 
at taxpayers on a building near 
the football field. 

“A lot of people and students 
grumbled originally but it was 
either pay for the sport or cut a 
sport. Cutting was not an 
option,” said hi^ school princi- 
pal Dan Meeker. 

J.D. Patzer, 17, a cross-coun- 
try runner, still sports a blister 
from sweeping and shoveling 
gravel at the local Lcs Schwab 
Tire store. 

The store and manager Jay 
Wages put up 5400 and hired 
four students to keep them in 
sports. 

Rancher Ernie Gicszelm'ann, 
who hired Haynie. put . up 
$1,000, even though he has no 
kids in school. 

“I felt bad some wanted to 
• play and were not monetarily 
able to do it,” he said. “This is 
one wa y 1 can’ help out and I 
get a bunch” onjlTys^Oinhc- 
weekend to do some labor. 
They take pride in earning 
their own way. This is not a 
handout."

• The Tigers have won or 
shared 14 SWAC championships, 
second only to Grambling’s 18. 
Jackson State won seven titles 
outright from 1981-90. 

• A I-AA attendance record of 
34,869 spectators a game in 1995. 
Jackson State also had the previ- 
ous record and l]as led I-AA in 
attendance nine of the last 13 sea- 
sons. 

• Ten NCAA I-AA playoff 
appearances since 1978.. 

One setback is that the Tigers 
have never won a playoff game, 
including a first-round 38-8 loss 
lost season at Marshall University. 

So how docs a team that has 
never even won in the postseason 
expect to win a national champi- 
onship? Carson secs something 
different in this team, which 
includes 14 starters and 41 letter- 
men from the '95 squad that 
rebounded from a 1-2 start to win 
eight straight gomes.

Publishers throw out big bucks for 
a piece of Woods, but he’s not biting 


NEW YORK (AP) - Publishers 
are throwing million doUar deals 
at Tiger Wo^ for an authorized 
biography or an instructional 
book, but Woods and those around 
him think the offers are prema- 
ture, sources told The Assraatcd . 
Press. 

One concern has been that the 
lure of projects offering riches 
would consume Woods’ time and 
detract from his development as a 
golfer. 

“It seems he is going to concen- 
trate on golf,’.’ another source said, 
noting Woods doesn’t need the 
money from a book deal because 
of his reported S40 million 
endorsement agreement with 
Nike. 

The rush of unauthorized Tiger 
Woods books, however, will begin 
almost immediately. 

“There are several unautho- 
rized books in the works,” said 
Bev Nonvood, a spokesman for 
International Management Group, 
the agency that represents Woocls. 
“\Ve’ve had offers for rights from 
a dozen publishers and we have 
ask^ them to submit proposals. 

“In the world of golf publishing, 
the numbers are just as impres-

And while IMG said it is enter- 
taining the offers, those sources 
and two others dose to Woods said 
that the golfer, his family and his 
advisers seem to think the time is 
not right for a book. 

There are two main reasons for 
not authorizing a book now, the 
sources said; the demand on 
Woods’ time, and public and peer 


perception of a biography about a 
20-ycar-old. 

Another source said Woods has 
other priorities right now. 

“The 40-50 hours he would need 
to spend with a writer would be 
better spent at this time practicing 
or resting,” the source said. 

Publishing a Woods biography 
tst)uld not be without risk. A biog- 
raphy of NBA star Shaquillc 
O’Ne^ received a reported SI mil- 
lion advance and was not a com- 
merdal success. 

Industry sources said an instruc- 
dohal book by Woods would have 
greater appeal. 

One unauthorized book in the 
works is “Tiger Woods: The 
Makings of a Champion,” by Tim 
Rosaforte, author of “Heartbreak 
Hill,” the story of the U.S. defeat 
in the 1995 Ryder Cup. 

“It’s going to be a behind-the- 
scenes look at Tiger’s first months 
on tour and how he got there,” 
said Neil Bascomb of Sl Martin’s 
Press, publisher of the book.

The old school 

Sarazen’s career irtgolf spans a century 


DAVIE, Fla. (AP) - Not even 
Dan Marino can throw the ball 
with a crutch under his right arm. 

The most prolific passer in NFL 
history is expea ed to be sidelined 
three to four weeks with a slight 
fracture in his right ankle. 

Marino suffered the injury dur- 
ing the Miarsi Dolphins' first 
scries Monday night in o 10-6 loss 
at Indianapolis. Bcrnic Kosar 
replaced Marino and played the 
rest of the game. 

An MRI test Tuesday deter- 
mined the extent of the injury. 
Because the Dol|)hins have a bye 
this week, Marino might miss 
only two more gomes — at home 
against Seattle on Oct. 6 and at 
Buffalo on Oct. 13. 

“If he doesn't have any compli- 
cations, it will be three to four 
weeks,” coach Jimmy Johnson 
said. He said Kosar or Craig 
Erickson will replace Marino 
against the Seohawks. 

Once the NFL’s most durable 
quarterback, the 35-vcar-oId 
Marino has been sidelined by 
injuries in three of the past four 
seasons. Each time his right leg 
has t^n involved. 

Marino sat out two games last 
year with injuries to his right knee 
and left hip, and missed the Bnol 
11 games of die 1993 season with a 
ruptured right Achilles tendon. He 
al» had bone spurs removed from 
his ri^t ankle in March 1994. 

“As time goes on, a lot of these 
injuries do relate,” Johnson said. 
“But our medical people are very 
optimistic that \vc can rehabilitate 
(the ankle) to the point where It 
shouldn’t be any more of a prob-

Sarazen said Monday from his 
home in Marco Island, Fla. “I 
played with all the best." 

Sarazen played with every 
great player from Harry Vardon 
and James Braid — winnen of 10 
British Opens between them from 
1896 through 1914 — through 
Nicklaus, who won 18 major pro- 
fessional championship from 
1962 through 1986. ' 

Sarazen won his first three 
major championships — ^ the U-S. 
Open and PGA in 1922 and the 
PGA in 1923 — with hickory- 
shafted dubs and has lived to sec 
space-age titanium dubs. 

“I can’t believe people arc pay- 
.ing.Sl,000.for.a set of irons, 'I, he,, 
said, the amazement in his voice 
tinged with anger. Sarazen 
earned only $700 for winning the 
1922 U.S. Open. 

Sarazen won six major titles 
before the Masters even existed 
and when he won the second 
Masters played in 193S — with 
the famous 4-wood double eagle 
on No. 15 — he became the first 
- player to win the career Grand 
Slam, a feat matched only by Ben 


Hogan, Nicklaus and Gary 
Player. 

Sarazen invented the sand 
wedge in 1931, kept it hidden a 
year because he was afraid it 
would be outlawed, and used it to 
win the 1932 British Open. 

He won the 1954 PGA Seniors 
title and in 1973, at age 71, made 
a holc-in-onc during the first 
round of the British Open, his last 
tournament. 

“In 1923 I tveht over to play in 
die British Open at Troon and the 
week before there was a tourna- 
ment at Royal Lytham and St. 
Annes,” Sarazen said. 

'TU never forget the feeling 
when the announcer said: 'Now 
on the tec Gene Sarazen and 
Hany Vardon.’ I was paired with 
..him for 36 holes." 

Vardon won a record six British 
. Opens between 1896 through 
1914. 

“The greatest player of all time 
was Nicklaus," Sarazen said with- 
out hesitation. “Then Bobby 
Jones, Harry Vardon and Ben 
Hogan." 7

Fed idle in face of low inflation

NEW YORK — The Federal Open 
Market Committee was able to keep 
monetary policy steady Tuesday 
because inflation has remained sub- 
dued, and as long as prices stay calm 
the FedjvHl remain on hold, analysts_ 
said. 

Tuesday’s FOMC meeting ended with 
no announcement — tantaitiount to no 
change in policy. Analysts had been 
split on whether the Fed would move 
Tuesday. 

With Tuesday’s meeting out of the 
way, the Fed probably has dear sailing 
through the Presidential election in 
early November. The next FOMC meet- 
ing is not scheduled until Nov. 13. 

“The Fed would certainly like to have 
some cover for moving and the best 
cover is inflation,” said senior econo-

mist David Viyss at DRl/McGraw-Hill. 

So far, wage increases have not trans- 
lated into big gains in the employment 
cost index b^usc benefits have been 
under control, he said. “I don’t know 
how long that will last, and ncithcr.docs 
the Fed.” 

Wyss said his best guess, however, is 
that the Fed will have to respond to 
increased price pressures and raise 
rates by 25 basis points by the end of 
the year. 

“The end of the year is a bit too bold 
to call because they do have 2 more 
meetings, but for now what this means 
is they’re going to let the experiment 
continue,” said Dan Seto, an economist 
with Nikko Securities. 

“This decision is apparently based on 
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the fact that inflation has not shown up 
in the key measures,” he said. 

But the economy is moving at such a 
pace that the general risk of inflation is 
substantial, Seto pointed out. Today’s 
decision not to change policy was a big . 
gamble, and if sign.s of inflation do 
appear the Fed will be seen to be 
behind the curve. 

It’s good news in general for bonds. 
“Right now we’ve got kind of a euphor- 
ic atmosphere," he said. 

However, after the initial rush, the 
curve will begin to steepea “If the Fed 
is really not going to be intervening to 
cool the economy off, the inflation risk 
will be much higher,” he said. 

Attention will now shift to the 
September employment report, due out 
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the first week in October. If the unem- ' 
ploymcnt rate holds steady at its cur- 
rent low level of 5.1 percent and non- 
farm payrolls grow much above 
200,000, the Treasury market could suc- 
cumb to the view that the Fed is^behind 
the curve. 

The last time ihe Fed moved, it cut its 
target for fed funds lo its current level 
of 525 percent. The discount rale, the 
other instrument by which the Fed 
could have signaled tighter policy, 
stands at 5.00 percent. 

Those who believed the Fed was 
going to tighten Tuesday said they 
thought the Fed may have portrayed 
such a move as taking back that co-sing, 
which was termed a taking out of an 
insurance policy on the economy.
